yjT^ LEGAL DEADLOVK.

The legal deadlock has attracted con - 
siderable attention and has produced, 
aa was not unnatural, a groat diversity 
of opinion. Wo Imvn laid before our 
readers the views o£ " Lex" and " Caus" 
K on this kuott/ point, and have publish- 
ed at length the judicial opinion of the 
■^Chief Justice on a summons that came 
before liini in Chambers. With these 
. viowsbeforethcm theconclusionto whicli 
-all unbiased persons must arrive at is 
tliat the Governor and Council have 
been most lamentably neglectful of the 
duties which they assumed, when the 
Judicature Act was passed, of making 
rules of practice after having taken 
away from the judges the powers 
which had until then been vested in 
them for that purpose. " Gnus " in his 
apology for tlio government says that 
in the English Law Ordinance, County 
^4 /Court' Ordinance and. Civil Procedure 
Ordinance terms similar to the Lieut. - 
Governoi-'s proclamation as to tiie rules 
are used, and that the judges have 
found no difficulty in applying a mean- 
ing to the term, "applicable" or "not 
inapplicable." This is the argument of 
one who evidently is ignorant of tho 
meaning of worda Thojiiclgoa at the 
time these various ordinances became 
law had statutable authority to make 
the necessary rules to carry out the 
law and could declare the procedure by 
' wJiioU these statutes were to bo made 
available. In tho Judicature Act it is 
provided that the Governor-in-Council 
alone can declare what rules are appli 
cable to this Province. Tim judges 
' cannot set aside tlie law and declare 
what rules tliey will adopt and wliat 
reject. Their hands are bound, and if 
the Go\'ernor-in-Council does not declare 
what rules govern tlie procedure the 
judges cannot do it. Independently of 
tliis view there is anotlioi' point quite 
las «erious and quite as important to tlie 
ipublic, which is that tho laws sljould 
be decl«j:ed in plain and simple lau- 
guagn and not left to argument ahd 
■ discussion by uning terms such as " ap- 
plicable or not inapplicable," Nothing 
ima led to more litigation than the use 
oi these words iu legisiiitioji. The 
imerits of a cau.se are often forgotten in 
the diKCUssion as to whether a remedy 
ia applicable or not. The judges them- 
selves occaaioually difJer in their views 
on this head. The legal fraternity 
differ and the unfortunate litigant has 
to provitle the funds to got a declara- 
tioa of what tho law is when a little 
trouble, on the part of our iawmakors 
would have rendered tho expenditure 
UQiiecessarjT iuid a deadlouk an impossi- 
biiitf. 

Unquestionably a fruitful source of 
all tho troubl" is the arabiguity of the 
British North America Act, wljiclj, it 
Lsff been held, gives provincial gov- 
ernments a certain degree of author- 
ity over the judges. This authoi'ity 
(if it really «xists) we consider to have 
been most unwisely placed. Tho judges 
should occupy a position beyond the 
reach of provincial governments. They 
are appointed and paid by ibe Do- 
minion and should be under the direc- 
tion of the Doininioa aud uo other. 
Another cause of the deadlock is said 
,to be the interference of tho Lieut.- 
tiovernor who (perhaps unfortunately 
for the province) is a lawyer. Rightly 
or wrongly, to His Honor is ascribed 
tho credit or discredit of tinkering all 
sorts of legal pots and pans. More 
than one of tho legal measures that 
bftve fouud no favor at Ottawa are 
a&lA to liavo emanated from him, and 
aa the province happens to have for 
attorney geiK-ral a gentleman who is 
apparently without sutHcient industry 
or ability to lick into .shape the lieut.- 
goveruor's ide&s^ — au attorney general 
who has surrounded himself with in- 
. capahles, and who is quite willing to 
get anybody to do his work for iiiin, no 
one need wonder at the result. Dis.- 
allowe<l bills by the dozen; abortive 
criminal trial.s aud fiuallv a legal dead- 
lock have characterized the career of 
the existing government since its or 
ganization. The Judicature Act may 
or may not be a good measure; but it^ 
usefulness cannot be tested without 
the necessary rules which tho judges- 
(Xiiinoi make and the goveniineut have . 
not made. As the Chief Justice points 
out, the countrj' is calh^l upon to ac- 
cept a radical change in the law, prac 
tico and procedure at less than a week's 
notice, and' is then left in the dark 
as to tho mode in whicli the change is 
to be etTected, or the rules that are to 
guide the practice. "What is to be 
done ?" is a question that is a.sked b)' 
every one — because everyone is in- 
terested in the proper administration of 
law. At present it is the legal profes- 
sion whose wheels have ceased to re 
volve and whose interests are most 
immediately concerned. But how long 
a time will elapse before the busine.ss 
community will (iud itself injuriously 
affecte^ by this deadlock in law ? How 
long will it be before delinquent debt- 
ors will snap their fingers in the faces 
of long sutlering creditorsand defy thcni 
to do their worst — the |)lain fact be- 
ing that thoy can uo uotliing at all. 
"What is to be done '/" Can 
s.any pressure be brought to bear 
upon _ the attorney-general that 
will induce him to do his duty 
.under the Act and make the necessary 
rules 1 Business men stand in alijipery 
places tc-rlay in consequence of this 
stoppage, and it behooves them to come 
together and devise means for self-pro- 
tection. Wero a deputation of nier 
chants to wait on the attorney-general 
aud present a statement of their posi- 
tion, would any good bo accomplished 1

Tho porte declined to cede 
Dulcigno and asked a delay of thrt'c 
months to carry out the Turco-Mon- 
teuegrin convention. T^^ipowers. re- 
fused and insisted on impJe^iato exRcu- 
tion of the contention. "Vf Idle negotia- 
tions were pending^ England, antici- 
pating the refusal of the porte, took the 
initiative in effecting au understanding 
between tho powers aud made verbal 
proposals to iivo other cabinets for 
sending to Turkish waters vessels of 
each power, carrying troops for land 
service. Austria accepted, but objected 
to sending troops for disembarkation 
aud demanded that the fleet only con- 
sist of two or three vessels from each 
power.

The latter negotiations aro more aotiva 
When ' the porte has replied to the 
coUectivd note, if tho reply be negative, 
it is considered possible that the naval 
demonstration will -aim at its settle- 
ment as well aa of the Montenegrin 
question. Ambas.sadors at Coustan- 
tinople are making great efforts to in- 
duce the porte to immediately accede to 
the demands of the powers; but the 
porte is little disposed to comply. The 
porte has made confidential overtures 
to several powcr.s, more particularly 
Russia, England and German}-, the 
object being to prevent aecon) among 
the powers; and although this policy 
has not had the desired result, it is 
feared that tho pofte still cherishes the 
hope of .succeeding, and tJdis continues 
ill an unyielding spirit.

I Tho Russian Army. - 

A German military jiaper remarks 
that while undoubtedly when the Em- 
peror Nicholas was on the throne ex- 
aggerated ideas were entertained of 
tlie power of Russia, it is nevertheless 
an equal mistake to describe Russia as 
"a C0I0.SSUS with feet of clay." The 
great mass of Germans are, in fact, to- 
day, the writer continues, as ignorant 
of tho military resources and strength 
of Russia as the French' wore of those 
of Germany prior to tho war of 1870-71. 
Tho Russian is naturally peacefully in- 
clined and dreads lyilitary service — not 
perhap.s, as lio did formerly, because 
he feared that ho \v6uld be subject to 
ill treatment, but because ho dislikes 
work. Once drafted into tho ranks of 
the army, however, he becomes an ex 
cellont soldier, obeying orders readily 
not through more Slavonic sub- 
iniasivencs.s, as is often asserted, but 
because he is imbuoil with a childish 
reverence for every authority, and a 
simple trust in his superior.?. So long, 
therefore, as lie remains under the im- 
mediate control of his leaders-as in a 
troop in com[iact forraatinn-he fights 
well; but when he is called upon to act 
more orlessindependently-as whene.x- 
tendedin skirmishingordcr-hofails to do 
much; and this not because of any lack 
of courage, but bccauf.e he instinctively 
looks for on? to guide and direct his 
every movement. With regard to tho 
army itself, tho German writer observes 
that, although a system of universal 
compulsory service obtains in Russia, 
the numlierof educated men in the 
ranks ia so extremely small, and the 
gulf between the educated and un- 
educated man is still so well defined 
and deep, that the former exercises 
little or no influence upon the gonoriil 
tone of the service. At the same time 
the army is doing a good work in Rus- 
sia in that every year it instills into 
thousands of recruits habits of order, 
cloanline,ss and activity, and rnprossos, 
as far as strict discipline can, the 
national vice of drunkenness. Tho 
military education of the Russian sol- 
dier is, however, still hindered by many 
circumstances. Among the chief of 
the.se aro the want of barrack accom- 
modation and of largo towns in tho 
interior, which necessitates a great dis- 
persion of the men insmalldelaclimenls; 
the insufHcif.ncy of the provisions sup- 
plied to the soldier, which obliges the 
latter to work for wages for a part of 
every year, and the great length of 
time taken in teaching the men to read 
and write. On the other hand, this 
same unavoidable dispersion of the 
.'.roops has led to tho formation in Rus- 
sia of an unusually large number 
of camps of exercise. Altogether, the 
German writer believes that Russia is 
now energetically engaged in a sys- 
tematic development of her military 
resources and that her army con- 
sequently threatens to become a formid- 
able adversary. The prasent atrength 
of tho army is estimatecr at 1,750,000 
combatants, and, even allowing for 
the deductions which must be made to 
provide garrisons for her vast interior, 
tho German writer believes that Russia 
would still be able to assemble a forco 
which numerically would not be in in- 
ferior to the army of any other Euro- 
pean power* Russia has only to provide 
for tho defence of her western frontier, 
and not for attack 011 all sides, as Ger- 
many has; and even supposing ber first 
line of defence forced, tho prevailing 
geographical and climatic conditions 
would render a march on St. Peters- 
burg or on Moscow no easy task for 
an inrader.

Some- 
times, as< the livid head, with closed 
eyes, rests on tho dark morocco of ti>e 
benche,s, iiumoA'oablo and seemingly a- 
slee])j a sense of fear ci'oops' over the 
beholder that tho eyes will never open 
again, and that the great Minister has 
passetl away to his long rest amid a 
familiar hum of voices echoing through 
St. Stephens'. Even while tlio.se 
thoughts are tlouting through the 
iniud tlio lives open, a moment latiu' 
tho old man eloquent rises "to make 
a few remark.s." Incautioualy some 
adversary has inadQ a atalomeut weak 
in sou',0 Oiisoutial point or damaging 
f^Hjin its blunt directnosa. It i.s ne- 
cessary for the CJovornment to explain 
itH forco away. Iii 11 voice low, but 
clear and distinct, singularly musical 
in its inflections, Mr. GliuUtono pro- 
ceeds to set his 'Hionoj-ablo friend" 
rigbt. TU« l.avge dark eyes ]i.ght up 
■^VonderfnUy and the pallid face loses 
its rigid outline and assumes a mobility 
that permits it to express evf.r-y fASsing 
impression of tl'O Trtind, Kindl.v be- 
nevolencis, anger and contempt arc as 
plainly written Qi^ the face as thougli 
his thoughts were iabojled, and often 
in adminiateying a rebuke the House is 
nioro influenced by his manner than 
by the words he utters. As an orator 
he is cleared and lucid rather than 
pQworfuV Much of tho eflbct of his 
spooohes is due to tho profound res- 
pect in which his abilities are held by 
ail sections of the House. There are 
many men in the House whose orator- 
ical method is fal' Bupeiior, but they 
lack the wide information which makes 
Gladstone's speeches a kind of spq^en 
essaj ot\ things in ^enernl. pis vofMx- 



od is decidedly discursive, and in deal- 
ing with matters even of slight iro-port- 
anco ho seems to exhaust all aspects of 
the questioii' on^e fliigiunclertakes ' to 
speak on it all." Hence it is tiiat when 
he "rises to make a few remarks" he 
generally .says enough to fill a column 
or two of very close print in the morn- 
ing newspai)er.s. Yet he is never dull. 
There is a suavity in his manner and a 
musical cadence in his periods which 
exercise a potent but soothing influence 
over tho mind. It is this charm which 
piovents Gladstone from becoming 
tiresome. There is ahso a keen mental 
pleasure in watching tho wonderful 
subtlety of his language, his nice dis- 
tinctions, displaying remarkable lu- 
cidity and delicacy of thought com- 
bined with vast mental power. When 
ho has spoken whoever follows him ap- 
pears at. disadvantage, and one is filled 
with regret, looking at his time-wasted 
figure, that his days aro numbered, for 
the old intellectual gladiator leaves none 
behind to worthily fill the gap when he 
has gone.,— Co?% Jlerald.
